Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the rear roof part is disposed 
between said intermediate roof part and the front roof part which is disposed on top 

(claim 17) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

"In te lower" (page 9, line 8) needs to be changed to —In the lower-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1-18 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Regarding claim 1, "an interior vehicle space" (lines 5 and 6) needs to be changed to 
-the interior vehicle space-, "they are disposed removed from said interior vehicle space" 
(lines 6 and 7) is awkward, "said front- and respectively rear roof parts" (line 14) needs to be 
changed to -said front and rear roof parts-. "(102, 104" (line 3 1) needs to be changed to 
-(102, 104)-. 

Regarding claim 5, "said pivot arm (119)" (line 2) needs to be changed to 
-said pivot arm (117)-. 

Regarding claim 9, "a guide arm (160)" (line 4) needs to be changed to 
—a guide arm (140)-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 
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7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The recitations of the specific features of the hardtop vehicle roof in claim 1 including 

especially the construction of the operating link means include a pivot arm pivotally supported 
on the intermediate roof part and operating links connected to the actuating link structures for 
moving the front and rear roof parts relative to the intermediate roof part is not taught nor is 
fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

The cited references show several other hardtop vehicle roofs similar to that of the 
current invention.
